around here since the 19S0s, but

Archaeologists long have assumed 
that a harbor would have been essential 
for the pyramid builders to have trans- 
ported massive building blocks and 
finer stones to Gtza Plateau. Granite 
Nile River barges after 'MO- 
mile journeys northward from Aswan’s 
royal quanies. 

It was believed (hut one large har- 
bor serviced the plateau, crowned by 
the three Cizu Pyramids and at least 
ighl smaller pyramids. That is the 
count in history books and skeich- 
of the sites. 

In 1978 geologists located a possible 
' harbor at the foot of the plateau in front 
of the Sphinx. The latest discovery, 
made in February, indicates the three 


main pyramids each had scpunilc har- 
bors. a big surprise for Hawass und 
aiher Egyplologi.si.s. 

— The — large — pyramids — honored- 
pharaohs Cheops, hissonCiicphnm and 
grandson Myccrinus. Egyptologists 
believe the pyramids were huill siniul-

Hawass believes the wall is part of a 
huge retaining wall that dianncled Nile 
water into a harbor below Cheops’ 
pyramid.

Con^lidation will give 
students worse education 

A few comments about some mis* 
leading “facts" sent by the consolidation 
group to the Murtaugh patrons on May 
12. 1 have a graduating senior at Mur- 
laugh, and I strongly feel he did rfttive 
a good, well-round^ education. He at- 
tended Burley schools before moving to 
Murtaugh, ondlhe learning environment 
-hcreisfaf.superior.-.-^_ 

They say consolidation will provide 
more extracurricular activities. Our stu- 
dents have decided against some activi- 
ties listed, not because they were not 
available but because they were not in- 
terested. As far os the curriculum is con- 
cerned, we already offer anyl^g a stu- 
dent may be interested in. Including but 
not limited to their list of enhanced 
course offerings. 

Using their figures of22 teachers and 
335 students in a consolidated school, 
they say we will have a ratio of 15 stu- 
dents to one teacher. In a seven-period 
day, each teacher is only in class for six 
periods, with one "prep" period. When 
the prep period is factored in, the ratio . 
raises to about 17.8 students per teacher. 
Since I have'never seen 0.8 of a student, 
i.wlll calllhis ratio 18 toj. This is a 
long way from oiu:present ratio of few- 
er than 13 students per teacher, which is 
usually only seen in exclusive jinvate 
.schoob. ■ 

Their figures regarding population 
“andre^lcrcd votcfs b anotherpoinr 
discussion. I don'lquesiion the popula- 
tion figures they show os PPM has used 
these same numbers. However. I do 
question the voter count. If their figures 
ore correct, Hansen borders on an ex- 
treme case of apathy. Their fibres 
show only 48.9 percent of regbtered 
voters compared with 63.7 percent for 
Murtaugh of the total populations. 

Getting back to extracurricular activi- 
ties, how con more kids play basketball 
or football, to name only two sports, .

Desegi^gatitm ruling led to racial 
discnminationl^ 


Forty years on. the constitutional 
17^ 1954. IS still • 


causing aftcrshocLs. The Supreme 
Court’s school desegregation ruling 
in Broivn v. Board of Education was 
sound social policy and the currecl 
oonstiiulionai ouloime. However, 
the reasoning by which the court 
reached that outcome, combined 
with the moral prestige the ruling 
gave the court, has produced an era 
of anii-coastilutional judicial policy- 
making, and of racial discrimination 
by government. 

■nc court held that a.y<i^ing 
! white and black children to separate 
schools on the basis of race vioIaie.s 
the 14th Amcndcrient’s guarantee of 
equal protection of the laws. Unfor- 
tunately. the court’s ruling wa.s in- 
sufficiently radical. : — 

The court waxed sociological, cit- 
ing such data as the preference of 
some black children for wiiite dolls, 
which may have been related to 
school segregation. And the court 
cited studies - studies more prob- 
lematic than the court o.ssumed - 
"coriceming the cffccLS of segregation 
on children’s abilities to leam. By 
resting the ruling on theories of ear- 
ly childhood development, the 
court's rationale limited the anti-db- 
criminalion principle of (lie ruling to 
primary and secondary education. 

As Robert Bork has written, mak- 
ing the ruling contingent on socio- 
logical findings “chc.ipcncd a great 
moment in conslilulional law." The 



proper, more radiul rational for the 
Brown outcome was simply that 
^vcmmeni should not use raci:il 
classifications in making decisions. 

Had the court said that plainly in 
1954 - had the justices been content 
to apply not sociology but the 
. sweeping legal principle that racial 
classifications by government arc in- 
herently violative of equal prolcc- ’ 
lion - much subsequent court-pro- 
duced mischief might have been 
avoided. Instead, before a genera- 
tion had passed (he court was order- 
ing busing- the exclusion, on the 


basis of race, of children from 
neighborhood schools, and the In'ms- 
portaiion'of them to more distant 
schools. 

The Brown decision led directly 
to the 1964 Civil Rights Act, in 
which Congress stipulated non-dis- 
crimination for much of public life, 
proscribing discrimirtalion gov- 
ernment and by individuals in em- 
ployment and public uccommoda- . 
tions. Or so Congress ihouglit. Just 
four years later the court was saying 
otherwise — 

Tlic 1964 act defined schixil ■‘de- 
segregation" :ls "the assignment of 
students to public schools ... without 
regard to their race." But in 1968 the 
court held that cbmpluince with 
Brown involved more than ending 
.segregarion, which hilhcdo bad been 
understood as the govcmmcnt-com- 
pcllcd separation of the races by the 
law. The court said that when all- 
white or ail-black .schools — so- 
called "dc facto segregation"-^ still 
existed, government-ordered raci;il 
discrimination w,xs required. 

The phrase "dc facto segregation" 
is an Orwellian oxymoron. Segrega- 
tion. properly undcrslotxJ. is dc jure 
— by-law^ or it'is not segregation: — 
Ncvcrthclcs.s, soon there wa.s forced 
busing, involving the assignment of 
children to school on the bitsis of 
race. Busing became one of the most 
costly failures - costly in moncyt ill 
will, and educational distortion and 
flight from public .schools - in the 
history of American siKial-policy. — 

The tragedy of racial policy since 
Brown is that the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act w.\s twisted, against legislative ■ 
intent, by people whose idealism 
made them serene in their cynicism. 
As Professor Lino Graglia of the 


University of Texas Liw.School 
writes, the act was seized and turned 
■|n.stdcT]urbybureaucratsrand-judge3— 
who considered ending racial dis- 
crimination by government and 
businesses loo mtxicsl a goal. In- 
stead, they wanted - still want - to 
produce, by decrees, proportional 
representation by race in many insli-' 
lutions and activities. 

Racial discrimination is any ac- 
tion based on race. Tlic 1964 act for- 
bade discrimination in employment. ' 
Yet the coun has held that the spirit 
of the act requires what the letter of 
the act forbids r that employers of- 
ten must take race into account for 
various “affirmative action" purpos- 
es. Tlic court also has held that Title 
VII of the act docs not prohibit dis- 
crimin niion n gainsl whites.- _ ' 
'Tn'flniwn the ciVurf held that racial 
discrimination stigmalizcs.thosc 
who are di.scrimin:ned against. Post- 
Droivn decisions have proven that 
discrimination can stigmatize its in- 
tended beneficiaries. Graglia notes 
that racial preferences presuppose - 
and teach - that this is a racist na- 
■ tion, that blacks cannot compete on 
merit, and that self-discipline, indus- 
iriousncss :ind responsibility :ire less 
important for blacks than establish- 
ing claims of victimizjition. Tliis. 
says Graglia, is a prescription for 
black sctf-dcslruction and a cycle of. 
racial hostility. 

Tlie riginness of Brown :is social 
policy established in many minds 

thc'principlciharit is noi-mctcly 

permissible forjudges to make si>- 
dal policy, but that policy made by 
judges is inherenily superior, moral- 
ly, to policy made byclccied repre- 
sentatives of the people. Tlie result- 
ing four decides of judicial activism 
have weakened the ethic of sclf-gov- 
-crnmenl— elected representatives- — 
exercising responsibility. But as 
Graglia .says, morality often is a ca- 
sualty of mnnil crusades.

$3,.101). ■ .■ 

'•Tlie state Department of Uinds said 
Liwrencp. failed to comply before the 


new Friday's evening deadline. The 
rancher could not be reached tor com* 
nient. 

— Lsiwrencc and Lands Department, 
pfficials had met scvcrariimes in the 
past month in an effort to come up 
with a plan to thanage the range that 
Andrus amlends is in poor condition. 
But Liwrcncc rejected each sialc'pro* 
pos:il, claiming the demands for range 
improvements would force him out of 
businc.ss. 

He said Monday’s counter offer 
wits his final propositi. 

Liwrence argged on Tue.sday that 
he had taken good care of the land. He 
gave Ihe board a letter from the 
Washington County extension agent 
saying the land generally was in good 
condition, and that causes. olher-lhan.

With basalt, II mestone and' 
limber from the area, Ira 
Hinckley supervised construe* 
lion of a l()()*fooi*square fort 
with walls 18 feel high and 4 
feet thick qt the ba.se: It was fin- 
ished in seven months. He 
added 12 rooms, a courtyard and 
dining hall. 

Young wanted a fort midway 
between Fillmore. 35 miles to 
the north, and Beaver, 25 miles 
to the south. He sought to- pro- 
tect the telegraph and mail 
offices from Indian attack — the 
Black Hawk War would run 
another year — and to provide 
food, .Tnd lodging for travelers 
along the so-called "Mormon 
Corridor" between Salt Lake 


City and St. George. 

Today. Cove Fort is the only 
one of 16 such structures built 

_by_the_MormonijJn_tlij;_UliL!l_ 

Territory that still stands entire. 

“It's a forlorn place.” said 
Gordon Hinckley, who is 83. 
“And yet it was a great place for 
boys." 

One .such boywas Hinckley’s 
father. Bryant S. Hinckley, w ho 
"was three nmntlis olU wlicnTtc 
-wns-brougltHo-Govtf-Fort-uftd- 
spcnl his first 10 years there. 
One day when he was 8. he and 
a brother and the telegraph oper- 
ator sneaked. the'absenl Ira 
Hirukley's six-shooter from 
under his pillow. 

Bryant Hinckley later gave 
this account: 

“The operator examined the 
gun and said' it was not loaded 
and, putting the pistol to' his 
rorclicad, said he wouldn't be 
afraid to pull the trigger. But 
fortunately he didn't, or there 
would have been one less opera- 
tor. 

“"“He' handcd'lfto-mybniihcr- 
Ed and he pulled the irigger'tind 
shot me in the left leg. I have a 
vivid recollection of warm 
blood filling my little shoe and 
things began to get hazy." 

Luckily, Ira Hinckley arrived 
home just then and .summoned a 
doctor from Beaver, But he 
coul,dn't retrieve the slug, even 
prubihg with a darning needle, 
and Bryant ctirried it with him 
the rest of his life. 

On one of his visits. Young 
took the young Bryant on his 
knee and gave hitp a coin. As an 
adult, Bryani would tell his own 
family, not without humor: 
“One of the great regrets of my 
life is‘that I spent the money 
instead of saving thal coin. It 
would be priceless today." 

Well after the fort had outlived 
its purpo.se. The Church of Jesus 
Christ of L:it!er-d:iy Saints sold it 
to William Kcslcr in 1919. As- the - 
family operated a store and gas 
station, a soni Otto Kcslcr, did 
what he could to repair and restore 
Cove Fort, But by 1987 the prop- 


erty was on the verge of being 
sold for taxes. 

That’.s when Gordon Hinckley 
and liis cmisin. rbe l:iie Arza 
Hinckley, stepped in. They and 
others formed the Historic Cove 
Fort Acquisition and Restoration 
Foundation, solicited donations 
from the extended Hinckley 
family and bought the fort and 
its 1 1 acres. 

— il was Ueeded'ba&k RT- 
-{htf-ohorchr-which-has-puinsiak— 

ingly restored il. An old log 
house in faraway Coalville, built 
by Ira Hinckley before his Cove 
Fort assignment and the birth- 
place of Bryani Hinckley, was 
moved and restored across the 
street from the fort. 

“Everything has worked out 
and I am very happy." said 
Gordon Hinckley, who has spent 
much of his 13 years in the First 
Fresidency directing the day-to- 
day affairs of the church, owing 
Ip the advanced age and frail 
health of its last two presidents. 

During ihiii time, no church 
-leader ■h'as-scrmttnized-morc" 
often or eloquently about the .. 
faith's pioneer heritage and its 
'importance to the .modern 
church. And as the interview — - 
granted expressly' to discuss 
Cove Fort — neared an end, a 
tone of urgency animated 
Hinckley's words about the fort 
and its builders. 

"This is the only thing of its 
kind left which illustrates in 
grapliic form, where people can 
sec and feel the environment, 
ttnd catch the iimbtance of the 
faith of Ih.ose who pioneered 
this area," he said. 

Ira Hinckley, whose first wife 
died of cholera on the Irek we.si 
in 1852, died in 1904. Cordon 
Hinckley, born in 1910. never 
knew his grandfather. But as his 
fist .struck his thigh in rhythm 
w i I h - 1 hcsc-WAirds_lJie-kihsliip — 
was unmistakable; 

- "They- went where they were 
asked to go, and did what they 
were asked to do, regardless of 
what il cost in terms of comfort, 
or money, or life il.scif." '

If you arc a working woman, 
the Department of Labor wants to 
pick-yoiir brain. 

In fact, the Women’s Bureau of 
the DOL is hoping to find out 
what millions of working women 
think about their jobs — why they 
like their >vork. wiial their prob- 
lems arc and how their work lives 
can be improved. 

Working through hu'ndreds of 
private- and public-sector organi- 
zations, the government is dis- 
tributing a questionnaire called 
“Working Women Count” to as 
many a.s po.ssibIc of the 58 million 
women in the U.S. workforce, 

— An-agcncy-*pokeswomanj>ayjuL 
is impossible'to estimate how 
many questionnaires might be re- 
turned. but ihut "more than 10 
million” are already in circulation, 
with more organizations joining 
the effort daily. 

Organizations distributing and 
publishing the forms include 
Business and Professional Women 
USA; McDonald’s; The Body 
Shop; National Chamber of Com- 
merce for Women, 9io5: National 
Association of Working Women: 
Fuerza Unidti in San Antonio: and 
Working Woman magazine. 


.".If we gel a third of the massive ^ 
re.spon.se we think we arc going to 
get, someone will listen," says 
Delores L. Crockett, acting deputy 
director of the Women’s Bureau. 

Women make up 52 percent of 
the U.S. population and 46 per- 
cent of'tlie labor force, yet they 
don't behave like a majority. 
Crockett says. 

Working women don't need to 
speak wit h a united vtjicc. she 
says,' Fug'll needs to be a louder 
voict.” 

Through a variety of questions, 
the Women’s Burctiu probes such 
^ issues as race and sex discrimina- 
'tion, job ncxibiliiy, pay and bene- 
fits and job satisfaction. 

Working through other org ani- 
zations to get things ilone is nlini- 
ing new for the Women's Bureau. 
Crockett say.s. The women’s arm 
' of the Labor Dcpartmcni. founded 
in 1920 with the passage of wom- 
en's suffrage, is one of the small- 
est federal offices.

It‘s the 
next best thing to a crystal ball. 

•C stands for “critical ideas.” Focus on die ideas that 
ore most important to understand the chapter or topic os^ 
a whoje. TTic-se ore the concepts most likely to appear on' 
tests. 

•H stands for '“higher-order questipns.”, Lower-order 
questions require answers that are very dear. You can 
usually locate the answers in your notes or textbook. An 
example would be, “In what year did the Civil War 
begin?” But higher-order questions require more 
thougbii pulling information together from more than 
one source,.rnid^gjudKmenis...of drawing conclusiptu. 
An ooiniplei “How mi^t histdt; have b«n different if 
the Civil War had not taken plaa?” When preparing for 
a test, try to predict both kinds of questions. 

•A stands for "accuracy." If you can explain in your 
own words what a chapter in your textbook said, or wlutt 
your teacher said during a leaure, you are interpreting 
with accuracy. The best part is the questions ybu predict 
and the answers you practice will be more accurate, too. 

•N stands for ''number.” While you’re at it, predict a 



large number of questions — a.s many as you can. Cover 
all the material you arc studying and use a wide variety 
of sources: your texibook, clas.s notes, graded quizzes, 
essays, projects, film notes, eta The more questions you 
predict, the more answers you can practice and the belter . 
you're likely to do on the test. 

• »C stands for “clarity.” Because confusing questions 
often lead to confusing answers, be sure your questions 
are clear. Choose your words carefully. For example, . 
"What arc the five major causes of the Civil War?” will 
lead to a belter answer than “Why did the Civil War

«E stands for "examine.” Use yourpfedicted questions 
to examine yourself.

STANFORD. Calif. — "What is 
your greatest fear?” psychiatrist 

David Spiegel asks Sandy, a curly- 
haired bmnette who in two hours will 
be lying under a massive X-ray 
machine, undergoing a bone scan that 
will tell her if her cancer has spread 
again. 

"I think it’s that I won’t sec my 
grandchildren grow up," she answers 
slowly, “and that I won’t sec my • 
daughter graduate from law school. 
Sometimes I make deals with God. 

'OK. if I can just scc'hcr finish school, 
then ru be rwdy to go.’” 

Spiegel hods. For 20 years the 
leader of a support group for wpmen 
with advanced-breast cancer, he has. 
heard it before- He will hear it again. 

Thc room is silent as each of the 11 
women in the circle contemplates her 
own circumstances. No one wants to 
be eligible to join this support group. 

But what takes place here is thc cre-

HOLLEY, Ore. — When Tom Whipple 
was growing up in the Medford area, and 
even after his Ibmily moved to Woodbum 
in the early ‘70s, all he wanted to do was 
be D cowboy. 

Bufin 1974, when Whipple graduated 
from high school, he had to put those 
dreams on hold. There just weren’t many 
openings for apprentice cowboys' in the 
Willamette Valley. 

Like many teen-agers just out of high 
school, Whipple spent the next few years 
traveling around working odd jobs, trying 
to find his niche. 

In 1981, things slart e tLtO fall into place 

for Tom Whipple. He started working a 
steady job at a veneer mill in Halsey, and 
he and his pal Jackie Yorten leased u few 
acres near Crawfordsvillc to raise cattle. It 
was Yorten, whom he met in 1980, .who 
got Whipple involved in horses, wagons 
and wooden wheels. 

Active in driving competitions, Yorten 
remembers that their first project was 
- rt«Ji»firin g pn old wo fto n. Back th en when it 
came to getting wheels, they had to be or- 
dered from back East. "It took almost a 
year to gel out a set of wheels," she said. 

But at the time it wasn't a laughing mat- 
ter. Whipple, who had some experience

working with wood, thought that if it takes 
that lo'ng to get' a sef of ■wheels, maybe 
wheclwrighting was something he should 
look into. 

Whipple began researching the dynam- 
ic.s of whccI-making.-Hc found old books 
that showed line drawings of wheels and 
wagons . He also talked to several old- 
limcrs wlrO'kmrwabout-making wheels. 

“Tlierc was an old guy in Eugene, who 
was in his 90s at the time, whose father 
was a wheelwright. He showed me a few 
things,” he said. 

The couple tnadcjhc first set of whcel-s 
for themselves, in case there were any 
problems. There were no problems; how- 
ever, and Whipple was on his way. 

Whip ple w orke d in mill s in th e-nrea-u n- 
fin 990 wRchltc gave up liis Job as a saw 
operoior at Simnd Board in Brownsville to 
become n wheelwright fiill time. 

He docs wagon restoration and repair, 
and during slow limes builds a few wagons 


and buggies. But wheel repairs arc the 
backbone of his business. 

His decision to give up the security of ah 
8-10-5 job seemed justified right from the 
beginning. “The first year we didn’t make 
too much money, bin we did make mon- 
ey," Whipple-Kiid., . '.T 

The area around Whipple’s workshop 
looks like a-wagon-irain-graveyard. The 
area is littered with running gear still at- 
tached lo the rotting wood from wagons of 
the past. It looks as if every wagon train 
that cro-ssed the Oregon Trail ended up in 
Whipple’s yard. 

He uses a band saw tQ.cut the fellows — 
the pieces that form the roundness of the 
wheel. Wooden spokes connect the fellows 
to the hub forming the wheel. Wiien all the 
wood work has been done, the final step is 
adding the lire. There arc two types of tires 
that Whipple puts on a wheel, If a wagon 
or buggy will be u.sed for shows or compe- 
tition he'll usually use a mcial.tire..a.sim-— 
;plc metal ring that is heated and then 
cooled so that it contracts to fit snugly 
around the wooden wheel. Whipple then' 
add s a fe w bolts lo jpin the lire lo the 
wheel, although h'e suy.'i'irtKc'mcasure; — 
ments arc done correctly the bolls really 
uren’i needed. 

Tlie other type of tire is rubber, and it is 
used for wagons that tmvcl on roadways.

More than 2S0 employees 
have been dismissed in the past two 
years as revenue growth slowed and 
then declined partly due to restructur- 
ing moves. - 

Whittle contends the three newly 
designated core businesses coul.d 
generate more than $1.75 billion a 
year in bu.siness some day. * — 

But associates say Whittle is a 
perennial optimist. They say he 
thought the old business could be- 
come a billion-dollar operation. 
Those were days when thc-company 
was posting double-digit percentage 
revenue gains each year, recruiting an 
all-star cast of managers and couning 
powerful new financial partners'. 

The heady growth ended three 
years ago just north of $200 million.

In the first quancran average of 
183 general municipal bond funds 
calculated by Lipper Analytical Ser- 
vices Inc. showed a loss of 5.86 per- 
cent. afler assuming rcinvc-stmcnt of 
dividends. 

That was a significantly bigger 
drop than corporate bond funds, 
which fell 3.35 percent, or Treasury - 
bond funds, which were do\vn d. 1 3 
percent. 

The extra weakness in municipal 
funds stemmed largely from their 
greater exposure to inieresl-raie risk 
as shown in their dw^iiion — a 
gauge that states in "yeaoi" roughly 
how many percentage points an in- 
vestment’s price can be expected to 
rise or fall with each 1, percentage 
point change in interest rates. 

A duration of two years, for in- 
stance, mcan.s that the price should 
fall 2 percent with each percentage- 
point increase in interest rates, or 
rise 2 percent when interest rales 
drop a percentage point. Bund prices 



move in the opposite d irection from 
interest rates to keep their yields 
current with market conditions. 

During the first quarter, "long-, 
term municipal funds had an aver- 
age duration of 8.3 years, compared 
with an average duration of 6.8 
years for long-term government 
funds.” reported Sanford Bragg, an 
analyst at Standard & Poor's Corp. 

"Single-state municipal funds 
were more volatile titan national, 
municipal funds, which invest in 
bonds issued by a variety of stales 
and regions,” Bragg also noted. 

“Since national municipal funds 
are more diversified liian single- 
stale funds, they have more liquidity 
during uncertain markets. Single- 
state funds also hud longer dura- 
tions, on average." 

Fans of muni funds say tiieir out- 
sized dedinesjn recent months only 
make them*-mdre attractive- to 
would-be buyers now, by enhancing 
their yields as compared to after-tax 
yields on taxable bond funds. 

But of course their poor perfor- 
niance so far this year also undcr- 
score.s the risks that go with them.

The Clouses are not unique. Tbday, 
Americans from all walks of life ore 
leaving cities and suburbs for “the 
country" to make a go at rural life. But, 
aside starting a vegetable garden, 
many of these “new pioneers" aren’t 
coming to work the land. Unlike the 
“back to the land movement" of the 
1970s. these newcomers are looking 
_ JOLCoramunitics. where. tliey_can.put 
down roots and pursue occupations — 
as teachers, business owners, innkeep- 
ers, service workers and doctors, and 
somedmes'as farmers orranchers. In 
the next decade, experts predict, they 
may well revitalize aiid transform en- 
tire sections of the nation. 

A change already has shown up in 
U.S. Census data. Since 1920, rural ' 
population percentages had fallen. But 
in the early '90s,' populations rose in 64 
- -percenrof the nation‘STuralxounties,~ 
covering nearly every region, accord- . 
ing to a recent study of Census-Bureau 
figures by Kenneth Johnson, a profes- ' 
sor at Loyola University in Chicago, 
and Calvin Beale, senior demograph- 
er at the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. From April 1990 to July 1992 
alone, 377,000 people moved into rur- 
al areas, and Beale and Johnson found 
that the vastTnajoritjHsf-thc^icwcom.- 
ers were from cities and suburbs. 

Donald Dohmann. a census geogra- 
pher, notes that these new residents live 
mainl y in towns and small communities, 
not on hums. While some of this growth 
may_be rclated.to urban.and.suburban , . 
sprawl, Dahmann believes rural areas 
simply are becoming more attraedve 
places to live. He ci^ts technology, 
hospitals,' large reiailersand even' inter “ 
state highways tying together coundes 
and towns with helping to ease tbe iso- 


ladon that has often been a part of rural 
and small-lown life. “People are choos- 
ing to move there,” said Dahmann. 

But what is pushing people into 
making this-choice? Dr. PhlHp^Buigess

“WOULD YOU PLEASE ALL RISE FOR THE 
honorable jusdccs of the Supreme Court of Minne- 
sota?" says the court clerk. One by one, four women 
and three men enter Courtroom 300 of the Minnesota 
Judicial Center. The junior justice, Alan Page, be- 
■ spectacled and bow-tied, leads the procession. He 
is wearing a black robe. He used to wear purple and 
white — the uniform of the Minnesota Vikings. 

When he was elected to a six-year term in November 
1 992, Page movedfeom the statc.attpmcy general’s of- 
fice to the Minnesota Judicial Center, only a few miles 
from where he once anchored the Purple People Eaters, 
the Vikings' fearsome defensive line of the '70s. 

“I love what I’m doing," says Page, Minnesota’s 
first African-American Su- 
preme Court justice, who 
looks distinctly judicial with 
his white beard and dailc suit. 

“What you do on the playing 
field is great — for a moment 
— but what one does in a 
courtroom con have some real 
meaning, some lasting effect." 

"Alan believes one person 
tan change things for the bet- 
ter, and he we nt o ut and did 
■ ”11,” says'TlibmarKayscr, a 
. Minneapolis attorney and a 
close friend. “A lot of people 
talk about making a differ- 
-cnccundlend theirnames-or— 
their cash to a cause, but Alan 
has done so much more." 

Page has established a foundadon to provide col- 
lege tuiUons for underprivileged students and has 
co-sponsored a national essay-writing contest to pro- 
mote literacy. As an assistant attorney general in the 
employment law division, he went from classroom 
to classroom in Minnesota,' convincing children that 
their dreams were attainable. 

“I grew up in a family where education was val- 
ued," says Page. "It was made clear to me by my 
. parents that if I was going to be successful, if I was 
going to have a better life than they had, then I was 
going to have to perform in the classroom." 

Growing up in Canton, Ohio, where most of his 
friends idoliz^ athletes like Mickey Moiitle and Otto

Graham, Page looked up to two law- 
yers: the fictional Perry Mason and 
the real-life Thurgood Marshall. 

^Pcrry.Mason.was.part-otmy- de- 
veloping a sense of who lawyers aie 
and what they do," he explains. Mar- 
' shall, on the other hand, was a role 
model, a person in whom Page saw all 
the possibilities of the law. Marshall, 
the great-grandson of slaves, was the 
chief counsel for the NAACP and was 
on the winning side of Brown vs. Board of Education, 
the landmark cose that legally desegregated U.S. 
schools in 1954. "He was one of the greatest people 
to have lived in this century," says Page. 

Page himself h^ token a stand on the issue of 
equal educational opportunities. In 1993, the Minne- 
sota Court voted to permit districts to augment their 
budgets with property taxes; allowing schools in 
more prosperous ^stricts to spend more to provide 
higher-qu^ity education. Page wrote the dissenting 
opinion. “The state’s duty toward its children,” he 
said, quoting from the Supreme Court’s 1954dcci- 
sion. “is not satisfied unless it provides equal edu- 
cational opportunities to all children. This duty is

Minnesota. Some 180 
Page Scholars are now 
receiving ot^. In return, 
they’re requir^ to spend 
a minimum of four hours 
a month teaching or. tu- 
toring younger students.. 
Although Page was an 
all-American tackle at 
Notre Dame and is a 
member of the NFL Hall 
of Fame, there ard no 
football mementos in his 
horhc or office. Only his 
left pinky gives him away. 
It's bent sideways above 
the first joint. “I gave the 
game every bit of atten- 
tion I had,” he says, “but there was always more to 
life." Friends say Page is more comfortable dri the 
bench than he was on the gridiron. “He never saw 
himseIf-as-Q-joek;^ays-6arl-Eilerra-Viking‘ttam~ ■ 
mate. “There is a pressure in sports to conform, and 
most players will give in.to it Alan never did." 

Instead, Page always had his own agenda. From 
1975 to 1978, at the height of his playing career, he 
was a full-time Idw student at the University of 
Minnesota. Today, at 48, when many ex-jocks have 
grown paunchy and nostal^c, Page runs 50 miles a 
week and is a lean 6 feet 4, weighing 225 pounds. 

Page spends hfs free time with Diane, his wife of 
20 years, and hts four children: Nina and Georgi', 
who ore living on their own; Justin, a college fresh- 
man; and Kamie, a high school senior. 

“If I could choose a way to be remembered, it 
wouldn't be my association with football,” says Page. 
“Football is the past — a good post, but nonetheless 
it is the past I’d want to be remembered with chil- . 
dren — with my-childrenand-other children;" — OB'

Lenny As He Weis 

Leonard Bernstein, who died in 
1990. could m^uably be called the- 
greatest dl-around American mu- 
sician of lhc'20th century. He 

, touched countless lives, whether as 

a celebrated conductor, an accomplished 
pianist, a composer of symphonic mu- 
sic, creator of Broadway shows like 
West Side Story and Candide or the most 
articulate musical educator of his day. 

Bernstein was the first American-bom 
and -trained music director of the New 
York Philharmonic and, particularly in 
his latter years, became one of the most 
popular conductors in Europe. He also 
was a man who stirred controversy, 
aroused criticism as well as admiration 
-and-in-general-led-h u - i i fe in . n ki n d, o f. 
passionate whirlwind. 

All this is recounted in a superb hew 
biography, Leonard Bernstein {Dou- 
bleday. $25). by Humphrey Burton,- a 
British TV director who worked for 
years.with "Lenny”— as he still is uni- 
versally known among musicians--and 
who undcretood his pci^nal torments as 
well as his creative genius, ^biv^ence 
was ingrained in Lenny— in music, be- 
tween conducting and composing; in sex, 
between men and women; in tempera- 
meiil, between intellect and emotion. 

Tom as he was, he led a restless life 
that nevertheless was strangely fulfilling. 
When he died at age 72, he was still one 
of the most multifaceicd personalities 
of our times — with a fascinaflon that 
carries over into this book.
